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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for January, February, and March, 
1926. 


January.—The outstanding feature of the month’s rainfall was the heavy downpours 
experienced in the Kimberley divisions between the 8th and 24th. Two very active depressions 
were responsible. The earlier, affecting more especially the Wyndham region, was at its 
maximum on the 13th, while the latter assumed the proportions of a willy willy on the 22n/. 


At every Kimberley station the average for January was greatly exceeded. Hall’s Creek 
measured, in all, 22.74 inches of rain—a record for January. At Turkey Creek the fall of 
16.05 inches was only exceeded once, but at Broome the fall of 15.09 inches was quite out- 
classed by that of January, 1917, which amounted to 32.56 inches. Falls for imdividual 
24-hour periods were not, however, exceptional, 4.87 at Hall’s Creek on the 21st and 4.86 
at Broome on the 23rd, being the heaviest, and these were nearly equalled by a local thunder- 
storm at Nullagine on the 2nd, which yielded 4.80 inches—the only really heavy fall outside 
the Kimberley districts. 


In other parts of the State the month’s rainfall was due almost entirely to patchy 
thunderstorms, chiefly light, but in a few instances exceeding half-an-inch. The monthly 
average was rarely surpassed, and extensive areas of the Fortescue, Gaseoyne, and agrieul- 
tural districts experienced a rainless month. 


Fevruary.—Taking the State as a whole February, so far as pastoral rainfall was con- 
cerned, was in general a poor month. Only three areas of the State stand out as exceptions 
to this statement. These were the neighbourhood of Nullagine, Roy Hill, and Ethel Creek 
stations, which received good falls at the end of the month, a narrow strip of country 
extending from Onslow and Winning Pool inland through Byro, Boolardy, and Murgoo to 
Yalgoo and Mt. Magnet, and a small pateh including Coolgardie and Widgiemooltha. Both 
of the latter areas were affected by a storm in the opening week, which, although general, 
was onlv heavy in the localities mentioned, and over parts of the Eastern and North-Eastern 
agricultural areas. These regions, it may be noted, form a more or less vontinuous strip, 
extending diagonally across the State. Falls within its limits varied, as e rule, between 
one and two inches, but rapidly dwindled away to a few points on either side. Many of 
the Murchison stations affected, and also the Nullagine—Ethel Creek region—fared well 
in January, but most of the remainder of the State (outside of the Kimberleys) has had 
very little rain since the beginning of the year. 


In the case of the Kimberleys, although good individual falls were noted from time to 
time during the month, the totals in all instances were below the average, but in view of 
the heavy rain during January the lessening in the month’s totals was not of great moment. 


March.—Four main rainstorms affected various parts of the State during the month. 
The East Kimberley totals were practically the outcome of a single depression, which per- 
sisted off the North Kimberley coast between the 19th and 22nd. At Wyndham the average 
was greatly exceeded but the inland stations showed much smaller excesses. This storm 
passed into the Northern Territory, and did not further affeet this State. 


Over the remainder of the Tropics the principal rains occurred between the 8th and 
10th. Particularly heavy falls were experienced between Port Hedland and Roebourne, eight 
inches falling in 48 hours at the latter station and 5.44 inches at Whim Creek. As the 
centre of this rain-bearing system moved directly southward to the East Gascoyne, the inland 
portions of the De Grey, and also the greater part of the West Gascoyne and Fortescue, 
fared badly, a few points only being recorded at coastal stations from Fortescue southward. 


Upon passing to the south of the Tropic the depression was responsible for one of the 
mest extensive inland rains ever experienced during March. The Hast Gaseovne and Mur- 
chison country particularly benefited, 6.58 inches in all falling at Nannine, 5.55 at Lennon- 
ville, 4.74 at Meekatharra, and 4.43 at Cue. 


Serious washaways held up traffic for days on the Yalgoo-Cue-Me+katharra railway 
while the flooded condition of the rivers and country generally greatly impeded communiens 
tions. The flood-waters eventually passed down the Gascoyne and Murchison Rivers. As 
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a result Carnarvon was practically surrounded by water, although not a drop of vain had 
fallen in the town, or within 80 miles of the coast in that neighbourhood. 


These rains were also developed throughout the agricultural districts and goldfields, 
where the prolonged water shortage was relieved. This was the most important downpour 
of the month, but was followed by lighter, though useful coastal and agricultural falls on 
the 17th. A fine spell of nine days then ensued, but on the 27th and 28th rain again set in 
over agricultural districts, and South-West coastal areas, while another inland disturbance 
quickly followed on the closing day, particularly good falls being noted in the Scuthern and 
Eastern agricultural districts. Washaways were reported along portions of the Great Southern 
Railway, but at the same time the anxiety regarding the water supply shortage was finally 
dispelled. 


No. 43.—Abstract of Meteorological Observations.
